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The Sentiment for a New Bay Shore 
Highway Is Rapidly Increasing 

In Strength 


The movement for the construction 
of a new short line bay shore boulevard 
from Army Street in San Francisco to 
and through San Mateo County is 
creating a tremendous amount of in¬ 
terest in this county. 

The building of the boulevard in the 
San Francisco district is a foregone 
conclusion. 

The movement initiated by the Bay 
Shore Improvement Club of San 
Francisco, and actively promoted by 
Mr. G. W. Owen,its secretary, has been 
indorsed by the Merchants’ Associa¬ 
tion and many improvement clubs of 
San Francisco. 

The building of this new road means 
the commencing of a rapid transit 
system of electric cars, automobiles 
and other vehicles between San Fran¬ 
cisco and all sections of the Peninsula, 
similar to the service given by the 
Southern Pacilic Company on its bay 
shore railway. 

Furthermore, it will open up a great 
area of country for suburban homes 
within easy distance of the great 
Pacific metropolis. 

The Peninsula Promotion League, of 
which Mr. VV. J. Martin of this city is 


president, is taking a very active in¬ 
terest in this matter, and has sent out 
invitations to many representatives of 
various interests to attend a regular 
meeting of the League to be held at 
Redwood City on May 12th next, 
when the question will be fully dis¬ 
cussed. 

Petitions are now being circulated 
throughout San Mateo County for sig¬ 
natures. When the petitions are filled 
up, the League will see to it that they 
are presented to the Board of Super¬ 
visors of this county, with a request 
that it look into the matter of survey¬ 
ing the route from the San Francisco 
county line along the San Bruno road, 
south down through San Mateo 
county, and making an estimate of the 
cost of building the road. 

Many prominent business men and 
ollicials will be present at the Red¬ 
wood City meeting of the League, and 
no doubt some plan will be adopted by 
which the road can be built in this 
county in an economical manner. 

Among those who will attend the 
League meeting is Mr. G. W. Owen, 
the promoter of the bay shore boule¬ 
vard, who in response to an invitation 


to be present made the following reply: 

Bay Shore District, San Francisco, 
April 21, 1909 

Mr. W. J. Martin, President Penin¬ 
sular Promotion League, South San 
Francisco, San Mateo County, Califor¬ 
nia—Dear Sir: On behalf of the Bay 
Shore District Improvement Club I 
beg to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of April 17th, inviting me to ad¬ 
dress the League at Redwood City on 
Wednesday, May 12th, regarding Bay 
Shore Highway, and to express my 
pleasure in accepting the same. 

In this connection l spent three days 
of this week in Santa Cruz and way 
points, my idea being that Santa 
Cruz, Santa Clara and San Mateo 
counties should join with San Fran¬ 
cisco in a concerted movement for the 
building of ‘‘Greater Bay Shore High¬ 
way” from shore to shore; that' is, 
from the Bay of San Francisco to the 
Bay of Monterey, at Santa Cruz. 

This.plan will unite these four coun¬ 
ties in a great commercial and auto¬ 
mobile highway, thus keeping pace 
with the work of the Southern Pacific 
Company in constructing its splendid 
Bay Shore Cutoff and in changing the 


old narrow gauge railroad to a stand¬ 
ard broad gauge, with the Ocean Shore 
Railroad in its coast line from bay 
shore to bay shore, thus placing them 
in line as pioneers in furthering the 
IIS,000,000 state bond issue which con-! 
templates the construction of a vast j 
system of Inter-State Highways. 

To this end our club has addressed a 
communication to the Chamber of 
Commerce at Santa Cruz and San Jose 
and to the Merchants’ Association, the 
California Promotion Committee and 
the Potrero Commercial and Manufac¬ 
turers’ Association of San Francisco, 
suggesting that a Greater Bay Shore 
Highway Association be incorporated 
for an educational campaign along 
these lines and it extends the same in¬ 
vitation to the Peninsula Promotion 
League to assist in the work from 
which ao many material benefits will 
follow. 

These four counties with their won¬ 
derful and endless resources of soil, 
climate, timber, mineral deposits, 
beautiful home sites and business op¬ 
portunities and which, as a matter of 
fact, are, as yet , almost unknown, un¬ 
appreciated and undeveloped tlirough 


the lack of such a highway, logically 
belong under one great system, and 
the time is ripe for a live, vigorous 
movement to unite and develop them. 

With the most perfect winter climate 
in the world, these counties have per¬ 
mitted other counties to attract thou¬ 
sands of home and health seekers, 
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winter tourists and millions and 
millions of capital for development 
which have come to them and it is 
time we open our eyes and learn the 
lesson our competitors can teach us— 
and it is singular we have been so slow 
in the learning.

away the license from this evil resort 
and to instruct the city constable to 
abolish the said house of ill-fame.” 

(Here follows the signatures of fifty- 
two residents of that part of the city.) 

The matter was laid over one week, 
and the Board instructed the clerk to 
direct the owner of the license for the 
place to appear before the Board at its 
next meeting and show cause why the 
license shall not be revoked.

A communication from the Sunset 
Magazine asking that this city help 
pay for an advertisement of benefit to 
San Mateo county was upon motion 
placed on file. 

The Board decided to start a series of 
mass meetings at which citizens can 
discuss the advisability of voting for a 
bond issue for the purpose of installing 
a complete sewer system in this city. 
The Board ordered a lot of hand bills 
printed calling attention to the fact 
that the first mass meeting under its 


auspices will be held at Metropolitan 
Hall next Monday evening, atSo’elock. 

The adoption of a water rate ordi¬ 
nance was laid over for one week at the 
request of City Attorney Styles. 

A new ordinance, providing for a 
system for the assessment, levy and 
collection of city taxes in this city was 
adopted. The ordinance appears else¬ 
where in this issue of The Enterprise. 

Clerk Smith was instructed to make 
arrangements with County Assessor 
Hayward to obtain a list and descrip¬ 
tion of the assessable property located 
in this city. 

The Clerk was also authorized to 
obtain whatever stationery that is 
needed by him in connection with his 
office as city assessor.

To ship game or fish in a concealed 
package or without your name and 
address.

To take or have in possession at any 
time Sacramento perch or female crab. 

To take or have black abalones or 
red abalones less than 18 inches in 
circumference. 

To take any trout, black bass, or 
steelhead, except with hook and line, 
or to ship or carry any trout out of 
the state. 

To take salmon with a net less than 
634 inches in mesh, or shad or striped 
bass with a net less than 534 , or to use 
a set net. 

To fish for shad, salmon or striped 
bass with nets Saturday or Sunday. 

To take fish in any manner within 
51) feet of a fish way. 

To take, buy or sell or have in 
possession any striped bass less than 
3 inches. 

To use any animal as a blind while 
hunting. 

To take or kill any meadow larks, 
robbins, or any other non game bird, 
except bluejays, English sparrows, 
sharp shinned hawks, cooper hawk, 
duck hawk, great horned owl or 
California linet. 

To shoot on enclosed or cultivated 
land without permission. 

To export dried shrimp or shrimp 
shells, or have fresh shrimp in pos¬ 
session during June, July and August. 

To fish for market without a license. 

To have in possession catfish less 
than 8 inches long when dressed or 
sturgeon less than 25 pounds in weight. 

To take or have in possession any 
crawfish taken in the waters of the 
state. 

To fish for trout or white fish from 
one hour after sunset to one hour 
before sunrise.

GREATGAME COUNTRY 

Fine Hunting In East Africa For 
the Roosevelt Party. 


PARADISE FOR SPORTSMEN. 


Big Game of Many Kinds Abound, 

Lions Little to Be Feared—Buffaloes, 

Rhinoceroses and Wild Dogs Are, 

However, Much Dreaded. 

In the dry bush plains, the mysteri¬ 
ous jungles and thick forests of Brit¬ 
ish East Africa, where Theodore 
Roosevelt and the Smithsonian African 
expedition will soon begin the search 
for specimens for the National muse¬ 
um at Washington, there is a variety 
of big game and smaller mammals 
that makes this the most wonderful 
shooting ground in the world. 

Hours before the American party 
reach the Ju-Ja ranch, a score of miles 
north of Nairobi, where the expedition 
will make its headquarters, game will 
be sighted as the train makes its tor¬ 
tuous way along the Uganda railroad. 
There Is no shooting allowed within a 
mile of the railroad, and the sight of 
herds of graceful mpala antelope or 
the massive eland grazing along the 
line within only a few miles of the 
coast serves to whet the appetite for 
the safari, or hunt, to come in the 
Interior. There is game all along the 
line of the Uganda railway, but hunt¬ 
ers generally go to Nairobi, some 300 
miles inland. Passing Simba, where 
lions may be found, the railroad enters 
the Makindu district, a rare shooting 
country. 

It is to the north of Ju-Ja ranch, 
though, that all kinds of big game 
abound. A flock of vultures soaring in 
the air tells of a lion roaming on the 
dusty plain. These birds wait to pick 
the bones of the lion’s kill. The coun¬ 
try is alive with lions, but few fear 
them, as they give man a wide berth 
at all times. Only when wounded and 
escape is disputed will the king of 
beasts show fight. All through the 
night the cry of the lion may be heard 
in this territory, and it is no uncom¬ 
mon thing for a party of these beasts 
to sit outside of a house all night and 
roar. 

In point of danger the natives of this 
territory regard the buffalo herds as 
the most dangerous to encounter, and 
where a traveling party of porters will 
scarce notice the roars of a lion the 
sounds of a buffalo herd will send 
them into a panic. This much dreaded 
beast is tricky and brave, and a hunts¬ 
man needs all bis skill to make his 
kill. Wounded, the buffalo resorts to 
a ruse of retreating into the brush, 
tempting the huntsman to follow him. 
Wheeling suddenly about, the wound¬ 
ed animal charges the oncoming hunt-, 
er, who, unless he sends a bullet Into 
the brain of the beast, is most likely 
to be gored and trampled to death 
under the animal’s, hoofs. In hunting 
the buffalo it is customary for the 
hunter to post his shikaris in the tree 
tops to inform him of the trail of the 
beast. 

The hunting of elephants is much 
restricted in the territory which the 
Roosevelt party will cover, and the 
killing of these mammoths is regarded 
as little less than slaughter. Modern 
rifles make the killing of elephants 
easy to accomplish and without much 
danger to the hunter. Hunting for hip¬ 
popotamuses is also limited, as the ani¬ 
mals are hard to locate and only found 
In remote places along the rivers and 
lakes. The hippo is timid and not con¬ 
sidered dangerous unless his escape to 
the water is cut off or he is wounded. 

The hunt for the rhinoceros in this 
region is no mean venture, for not in¬ 
frequently the hunter is hunted, and 
the angered beast breaks up a whole 
safari (hunting) party with one of his 
terrible charges. Caught in the whirl¬ 
wind rush, native hunters sometimes 
stand still, hoping the animal will mis¬ 
take them for a tree and pass on, 
which the beast not infrequently does, 
j The charging animal can only be halt¬ 
ed with a well directed bullet through 
the eye or heart. 

j It is expected that the American 
party will make every effort to bag 
the much discussed white rhinoceros, 
which has been killed off from his 
original range in British East Africa. 
Besides rhinos, buffaloes and other 
large animals, the hunting game in¬ 
cludes giraffes, leopards, zebras and 
antelopes. 

In this rare hunting ground the 
American party will find three species 
’ of the hartbeest, the oryx, the sable 
antelope, the roan antelope, the oribi, 

I the lesser reed buck, the water buck, 
i the steinbock, the eland, the greater 
and lesser kudu, the gnu and the bush- 
buck. All these various species of an¬ 
telopes have keenly developed escaping 
faculties. Wart hogs, jackals, hyenas, 
together with a host of cranes, bus¬ 
tards and other feathered varieties, all 
help swell the population of the animal 
kingdom In this region. 


No hdnters can ever be said to nave 
enjoyed all the experiences of the 
African jungle without an adventure 
with wild dogs, which roam in packs 
and are the dread of the natives. The 
?ry of these animals Is not unlike that 
of leopards or smaller game, and once 
heard the natives fly to the tops of 
f ees. These mongrel dogs have low 
bodies, covered with thick, bushy hair. 
A hunter wounding a wild dog must, 
according to the ethics of the chase, 
pursue and kill the wounded canine. 

The fish of the inland lakes in which 
is found the hippo are unpalatable, 
and the Roosevelt party will subsist 
on flesh and fowl. There is an abun¬ 
dance of wild ducks on Naivasha lake, 
where the hunters will doubtless spend 
much time.

ORDINANCE NO. 21 


An Ordinance Providing a System 
for the Assessment, Levy and Collec¬ 
tion of all City Taxes in the City of 
South San Francisco. 

The Board of Trustees of the City 
of South San Francisco, do ordain as 
follows: 

Section 1. 

The Assessor of the City of South 
San Francisco, in making assessments 
of property for city taxes, shall be 
governed by the rules and regulations 
established by this ordinance, and by 
its provisions. 

Section 2. 

Section number three thousand six 
hundred and twenty-seven of the Po¬ 
litical Code of the State of California, 
is hereby adopted, incorporated in 
and made a part of this ordinance. 

Section 3. 

All franchises granted by the au¬ 
thorities of the City of South San 
Francisco solely, must be assessed in 
said city; and all franchises granted 
by any other authority shall be as¬ 
sessed in said city only when the cor¬ 
porations, firms or persons owning or 
holding them have the principal place 
of business connected with such fran¬ 
chises in said city. All other taxable 
property situated within the City of 
South San Francisco, shall be assessed 
therein. Land shall be assessed in 
parcels or subdivisions not exceeding 
*ix hundred and forty acres each. The 
Assessor must, between the lirst day 
in May and the first day in August, in 
each year, ascertain the names of all 
taxable inhabitants, and all the prop¬ 
erty in the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco subject to taxation, except such 
as is required to be assessed by the 
Ktate Board, of Equalization, and must 
assess such property to the persons by 
whom it was owned or claimed, or in 
whose possession or control it was at 
twelve o’clock Meridian of the first 
Monday of March next preceding. But 
no mistake in the name of the owner, 
or supposed owner of real property, 

• hall render the assessment thereof 
invalid. In assessing solvent credits . 
not secured by mortgage or trust deed, 
a reduction therefrom shall be made 
of debts due to bona fide residents of 
this State. 

Section 4 . 

The Assessor shall have power to, 
and must exact from each person a 
■ tatement under oath, setting forth 
specifically all the real and personal 
property owned by such person,* or in 
his possession, or under his control, at 
twelve o’cclock M. on the lirst Monday 
in March. Such statement shall be in 
writing, showing separately: 

1. All property belonging to, claimed 
by, or in the possession, or under the 
control or management of such person. 

2. All property belonging to, claimed 
by, or in the possession, or under the 
control or management of any firm of 
which such person is a member. 

3. All property belonging to, claimed 
by, or in the possession, or under the 
control or management of any corpora¬ 
tion of which such person is president, 
■ecretary, cashier or managing agent. 

•1. An exact description of all lands 
in parcels or subdivisions, not exceed¬ 
ing six hundred and forty acres each, 
improvements and personal property, 
including all vessels, steamers, and 
other water craft, and all taxable State, 
county, city or other municipal or 


public bonds, 
of any person. 


and the taxable bonds 
firm or corporation, and 


deposits of money, gold dust, or other 
valuables, and the names of the per¬ 
sons with whom such deposits are 
made, and the places in which they may 
be found; all mortgages, deeds of trust, 
contracts and other obligations, by 
which a debt is secured, and the prop¬ 
erty in the city affected thereby. 

5. All solvent credits, unsecured by 
deed of trust, mortgage, or other lien 
on real or personal property, due or 
owing to such person, or any firm of 
which he is a member, or due or owing 
to any corporation of which he is 
President, Secretary, Cashier, or Man¬ 
aging Agent, deducting from the sum 
total of such credits such debts only, 
unsecured by trust deed, mortgage, or 
other lien on real or personal property, 
as may be owing by such person, firm, 
or corporation, to bona tide residents 
of this State. No debt shall he so de¬ 
ducted unless the statement shows the 
amount of such debt as stated under 
oath in aggregate; provided, in case 
of banks the statement is not required 
to show the debt in detail, or to whom 
it is owing; but the Assessor shall liav^e 
the privilege of examining the books 
of such banks to verify said statement. 
Whenever one member of a firm, or 
one of the proper officers of a corpora¬ 
tion, has made a statement showing tlie 
property of the firm, or corporation, 
another member of the firm, or another 
officer, need not include such property 


who shall refuse to furnish the state¬ 
ment hereinbefore required, or to make 
and subscribe such affidavit respecting 
his name and place of residence, or, to 
1 appear and testify when requested so 
to do by the Assessor, as above pro- 
> vided, shall, for each and every refusal, 
and as often as the same is repeated, 
forfeit to the people of the State of 
California the sum of one hundred 
dollars in gold coin of the United 
States, to be recovered by action 
brought in their name by the Assessor 
in the Recorder's or Justice’s Court. 
All moneys recovered by the Assessor 
under the provisions of this section 
must by him be paid into the Treasury 
of the City of South San Francisco. 

Section 8. 

If any person, after demand made by 
the Assessor, neglects or refuses to 
give, under oath the statemeent here¬ 
in provided for, or to comply with the 
other requirements of this Ordinance, 
the Assessor must note the refusal on 
on the assessment-book, opposite the 
name of such person, and must make an 
estimate of the value of the property 
of such person, and the Assessor must 
transmit on or before the first day of 
August of each year to the Board of 
Trustees a verified report in writing, 
separate from the assessment-roll, con¬ 
taining a complete list of all persons 
who refuse or neglect to furnish a 
statement of their property as herein 
provided for, or to comply with the 
requirements of this Ordinance, the 
amount of the assessment upon the 
property of such persons, with a state¬ 
ment of the particular facts, if any, 
upon which the assessment has been 
made, and the valuation of the property 
so assessed ascertained. The Board 
of Trustees must investigate and in¬ 
quire into all assessments and values 
so fixed by the Assessor, as prescribed 
by this section, and for that purpose 
must require each taxpayer affected 
by such assessment and valuation to 
make a statement under oath, within 
ten days from making an order re¬ 
quiring such statement, setting forth 
specifically, all the property owned or 
controlled, or in the possession of such 
taxpayer on the first Monday of March. 
If any taxpayer, after demand made by 
the Board of Trustees, shall neglect or 
•refuse to make and deliver to the said 
Board of Trustees the statement, duly 
verified, herein provided for, or to com¬ 
ply with the other requirements of this 
Ordinance, tlie said Board of Trustees, 
sitting as a City Board of Equaliza¬ 
tion, must increase such assessment 
and valuation to such an amount as the 
said board shall deem just; but the 
value fixed by the Assessor must not in 
any case, be reduced by the Board of 
Trustees. 

Section 0. 

If the owner or claimant of any 
property, not listed by another person, 
is absent or, unknown, the Assessor 
must make an estimate of the value 
of such property. 

Section 10. 

If the name of the absent owner is 
known to the Assessor, or if it appears 
of record in the office of the County 
Recorder, the property must be as¬ 
sessed to such name. If unknown to 
the Assessor, and if it does not appear 
of record as aforesaid, the property 
must be assessed to unknown owners. 

Section 11. 

All personal property consigned for 
sale to any person within this city 
from any place out of this State, or 
from any county in this State, must be 
assessed as other property. 

Section 12. 

When a person is assessed as agent, 
trustee, bailee, guardian, executor, or 
administrator, his representative desig¬ 
nation must be added to his name, and 
the assessment entered on a separate 
line from his individual assessment. 

Section 13. 

The property of every firm and cor¬ 
poration must be assessed in the name 
of the firm or corporation. 

Section 14. 

The undistributed or unpartitioned 
property of deceased persons may be 
assessed to the heirs, guardians, execu¬ 
tors, or administrators; and a payment ; 
of taxes made by either binds all the 
parties in interest for their equal pro¬ 
portions. 

Section 15. 

Any property willfully concealed, re¬ 
moved, transferred, or misrepresented 
by the owner or agent thereof, to evade j 
taxation, upon discovery, must be as- ‘ 
sessed at not exceeding ten times its 
value, and the assessment so made , 
must not be reduced by the Board of ; 
Trustees.

13. The total value of all property. 

14. When any property, except that 
owned by a railroad or other quasi¬ 
public corporation, is subject to or 
affected by a mortgage, deed of trust, 
contract, or other obligation by which 
a debt is secured, he must enter, in the 
proper column, the value of such secur¬ 
ity, and deduct the same. In entering 
assessments containing solvent credits 
subject to deductions, as provided in 
section three thousand six hundred 
and twenty-eight of the Political Code, 
and this Ordinance, he must enter in 
the proper column the value of the 
debts entitled to exemption, and deduct 
the same. In making the deductions 
from the total value of the property 
assessed, as above directed, he must 
enter the remainder in the column 
provided* for the total value of all prop¬ 
erty for taxation. Each franchise must 
be entered in the assessment book 
without combining the same with other 
property or the valuation thereof. 

Section 18. 

The Assessor must prepare an index 
to the assessment-book, which must 
show the name of the taxpayer, each 
page whereon his name appears, his 
post office address, or the postoffice 
address of lys agent, secretary, or 
managing agent, when known, sub¬ 
stantially in the form prescribed by 
the State Board of Equalization for 
County Assessors. 

Section 19. 

On or before the first day of August 
in each year the Assessor must com¬ 
plete his assessment-book, and he 
shall verify said assessment-book by 
his oath, which shall be substantially 
in the following form: 

“I,. Assessor 

of the city of South San Francisco, do 
swear that between the first day of 
May and the first day of August, nine¬ 
teen hundred and. I have made 

diligent inquiry and examination to 
ascertain all the property within the 
City of South San Francisco subject to 
assessment by me, and that the same 
has been assessed on the assessment- 
book, equally and uniformly, according 
to the best of my judgment, informa¬ 
tion and belief, at its full cash value; 
and that I have faithfully complied 
with all the duties imposed on the As¬ 
sessor under the revenue laws; and

The Clerk of the City of South San 
Francisco, shall act as Clerk of the 
Board of Equalization, and as such 
must record in a book to be kept for 
that purpose, all changes, corrections 
and orders made by the Board, and 
during its session, or as soon as pos¬ 
sible after its adjournment, must enter 
upon the assessment-book all changes 
and corrections made by the Board, 
and, having ascertained and computed 
the correctness of the assessment-book, 
must take and subscribe in said book 
an affidavit substantially as follows:

of all taxes charged against him on 
the assessment roll, and must require’ 
from him the Treasurer’s receipt for 
any existing deficiency. The Cleric 
must then charge the Tax Collector 
then acting with tlie amount of taxes 
due on the delinquent tax list, with the 
penalty or penalties added thereto, and 
within three days thereafter deliver 
the list, duly certified, to such Tax 
Collector.

The Tax Collector must append and 
pnhlish with the delinquent list a no¬ 
tice that unless the taxes delinquent, 
together with costs, percentage and 
penalties, are paid, the real property 
upon which such taxes are a lien will 
be sold. The publication must be made 
once a week for three successive weeks, 
in some newspaper, or supplement 
thereto, published in the Citv of South 
San Francisco, and the Board of Trus¬ 
tees must contract in case the same is 
published, for such publication, with 
the lowest bidder, and after ten days’ 
public notice by posting in three pub¬ 
lic places in said city, that such con¬ 
tract will be let. The bidding must 
be by sealed proposals. In lieu 
of publication in such newspaper, the 
Tax Collector shall, upon being di¬ 
rected by the Board of Trustees of 
said city, post a copy of the said list 
in three public places in the city at 
least twenty-one days before the day 
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designated for sale. 

The publication or notice must desig¬ 
nate the day and hour when the prop¬ 
erty will, by operation of law, be sold 
to the City of South San Francisco, 
which sale must not be less than 
twenty-one nor more than twenty- 
eight days from the time of the first 
publication, or date of posting said 
notices, and the place shall be in the 
City Tax Collector’s office. The Tax 
Collector, as soon as he has made the 
publication, or posted the notices as 
required, must file with the County 
Recorder and County Clerk, and the 
City Clerk, respectively, a copy of the 
publication or notice, with an affidavit 
attached thereto that it is a true copy 
of the same; that the publication was 
made in a newspaper or supplement 
thereto, stating its name and place of 
publication, and the date of each ap¬ 
pearance; or that notices were put up 
in three public places in said city, 
designating the places therein; which 
affidavit shall be primary evidence of 
all the facts stated therein. 

Whenever land to be sold for taxes 
is encumbered by trust deed, or mort¬ 
gage, and the taxes for which the land 
is to be sold is for the value over and 
above the encumbrance, as the said 
encumbrance is shown by and upon 
the assessment roll in the County Tax 
Collector's office, the City Tax Col¬ 
lector shall, at least ten days before 
the date of sale, mail a copy of the 
publication required herein to the 
mortgagee named in any such mort¬ 
gage, and the trustees named in any 
trust deed. When the addresses of the 
mortgagee named in any mortgage, and 
the trustees named in any trust deed, 
are unknown to the City Tax Collector, 
he shall mail said notices to their said 
names respectively to the county seat 
of said county, and also to the City of 
South San Francisco.

The Tax Collector must collect, in 
addition to the taxes due on the de¬ 
linquent list, together with the pen¬ 
alties for delinquency, fifty (50) cents 
on each lot, piece, or tract of land 
separately assessed, and on each as¬ 
sessment of personal property, which 
shall be paid to the city and be placed 
to the credit of the general fund. On 
the day and hour fixed for the sale, all 
the property delinquent, upon which 
the taxes of all kinds, penalties, and 
costs have not been paid, shall, - by 
operation of law and the declaration 
of the Tax Collector, be sold to the 
City of South San Francisco, and said 
Tax Collector shall make an entry, 
“Sold to the City of South San Fran¬ 
cisco,” on the delinquent assessment 
list, opposite the tax, and he shall be 
credited with the amount thereof in 
his settlement with the Clerk of the 
city; provided, that on the day of sale 
the owner or person in possession of 
any property offered for sale for taxes 
due thereon, may pay the taxes, penal¬ 
ties and costs due; and provided, 
further, that the City of South San 
Francisco may bring suit against the 
owner of said property for the col¬ 
lection of said tax or taxes, penalties, 
and costs. The Tax Collector must 
make out in duplicate a Certificate of 
Delinquent Tax Sale for each piece or 
tract of land sold, dated on the day 
of the sale, stating (when known) the 
name of the person assessed, a de¬ 
scription of land sold, that it was sold 
for delinquent taxes to the City of 
South San Francisco, and giving the 
amount and year of the assessment, 
and specifying when the City of South 
San Francisco will be entitled to a 
deed. Such certificates must be signed 
by the Tax Collector, regularly num¬ 
bered and one copy filed in the office 
of the County Recorder of the County 
of San Mateo, State of California. The 
other copy must be entered in a book 
provided for that purpose, and filed and 
kept in the office of the City Tax Col¬ 
lector. The form of such certificates 
of sale, record book and index book, 
shall be substantially the same as that 
prescribed by the State Controller for 
county tax collectors. The Tax Collec¬ 
tor must index such certificates of sale 
in an index book, kept for that pur¬ 
pose. In case of a redemption or a 
subsequent sale of any of said prop¬ 
erty by the city, the Tax Collector 
must enter on the margin of the cer¬ 
tificate describing such property, in 
said certificate book on record in his 
office, the fact of such redemption of 
sale, and by whom redeemed. 

Section 42, 

A redemption of the property sold 
may be made by the owner, or any 
party in interest, within five years from 
the date of the sale to the City of 
South San Francisco, or at any time 
prior to the entry or sale of said land 
by the city, in the manner provided in 
section forty-three of this Ordinance. 

Redemption must be made to the 
City Treasurer on an estimate fur¬ 
nished bv the Clerk, in lawful money of 
the United States, and the Treasurer 
must account to the city for all moneys 
received under such redemption, which 
said money shall be distributed to the 
proper funds in accordance with the 
regular tax levy. 

If the property is not redeemed with¬ 
in the time allowed by law for its re¬ 
demption, the Tax Collector, or his 
successor in office, must make the 
City of South San Francisco a deed of 
the’ property, reciting in such deed the 
name of the person assessed (when 
known), the date of sale, a description 
of the land sold, the amount for which 
it was sold, that it was sold for de¬ 
linquent taxes, giving the assessed 
value and the year of assesment, the 
time when the right of redemption had 
expired, and that no person has re¬ 
deemed the property in the time al¬ 
lowed by law for its redemption. No 
charge shall be made by the Tax Col¬ 
lector for the making of any such deed. 
All such deeds shall be recorded in the 
office of the County Recorder of the 
County of San Mateo, and the expense 
of acknowledging and recording the 
same shall be a charge against the 
city. The matters recited in the cer¬ 
tificate of sale must be recited in the 
deed, and such deed, duly acknowledged 
or proved, is primary evidence that. 

1. The property was assessed as re¬ 
quired by law; 

2. The property was equalized as 
required by law; 

3. The taxes were levied in accord¬ 
ance with law; 

4. The taxes were not paid; 

5. At a proper time and place the 
property was sold as prescribed by 
law, and by the proper officer; 

6. The property was not redeemed; 

7. The person who executed the 
deed was the proper officer; 

8. Where the real estate was sold 
to pay taxes on personal property, that 
the real estate belonged to the person 
liable to pay the tax. 

The form of such deed, shall be sub¬ 
stantially the same as that prescribed 
by the State Controller for convey¬ 
ances to the State under the provisions 
of section three thousand seven hun¬ 
dred and eighty-five of the Political 
Code. Such deed, duly acknowledged 
or proved, is (except as against actual 
fraud) conclusive evidence of the reg¬ 
ularity of all proceedings, from the as¬ 
sessment by the Assessor, inclusive, up 
to the execution of the deed. Such deed 
conveys to the city the absolute title 
to the property described therein, free 


the Treasurer, any 
of sale that may 
the City shall be¬ 
am! all right, title, 


of all Incumbrances. 

Section 4S. 

In all cases where real estate has 
been sold, or may hereafter be sold for 
delinquent taxes to the city, and the 
city has not disposed of the same, the 
person whose estate has been, or may 
hereafter be sold, his heirs, executors, 
administrators, or other successors in 
interest, shall, at any time after the 
same has been sold to the city, and 
before the city shall have disposed of 
the same, have the right to redeem 
such real estate by paying to the 
Treasurer of the city, the amount of 
taxes, penalties, and costs due there¬ 
on at the time of said sale, with in¬ 
terest on the aggregate amount of said 
taxes, at the rate of seven per cent 
per annum; and also, all taxes that 
were a lien upon said real estate at 
the time said taxes became delinquent; 
and also all unpaid taxes of every de¬ 
scription assessed against the prop¬ 
erty for each year since the sale; or, 
if not so assessed, then upon the value 
of the property as assessed in the 
year nearest the time of such redemp¬ 
tion, with interest from the first day 
of July following each of said years, 
respectively, at the same rate, to the 
time of redemption; and also all costs 
and expenses of such redemption, and 
penalties as follows, to-wit: Ten per 
cent if redeemed within six months 
from the date of sale; twenty per cent 
if redeemed within one year there¬ 
from; thirty per cent if redeemed with¬ 
in two years therefrom; forty per cent 
if redeemed within three years there¬ 
from; forty-five per cent if redeemed 
within four years therefrom; and fifty 
per cent if redeemed within five years 
or any greater number of years there¬ 
from. The penalty shall be com¬ 
puted upon the amount of each year’s 
taxes in like manner, reckoning from 
the time when the lands would have 
been sold for the taxes of that year, 
if there had been no previous sale 
thereof. The City Clerk shall, on the 
application of the person desiring to 
redeem, make an estimate of the 
amount to be paid, and shall give him 
triplicate certificates of the amount, 
specifying the several amounts there¬ 
of, which certificates shall be delivered 
to the Treasurer, together with the 
money, and the Treasurer shall give 
triplicate receipts, written or endorsed, 
upon said certificates, to the redemp- 
tioner, who shall deliver one of said 
receipts to the Clerk, and re-deliver 
one to the Treasurer, taking their re¬ 
ceipts therefor, and may record one in 
the office of the Cqunty Recorder. 
Upon tender of the fee for acknowledg¬ 
ment, the Treasurer shall acknowledge 
either of said receipts so as'to entitle 
the same to be recorded. Upon the 
payment of the money specified in said 
certificate, and the giving of the re¬ 
ceipts aforesaid by 
deed or certificate 
have been made to 
come null and void, 

and interest acquired by the city, un¬ 
der and by virtue of the tax sale, shall 
cease and determine. The recording 
of one of the receipts of the City 
Treasurer, as aforesaid, in the office 
of the County Recorder, in the book of 
deeds, shall have the same effect as 
that of a deed of reconveyance of the 
interest conveyed by such deed or cer¬ 
tificate of sale. 

Section 44. 

A partial redemption may be made 
separately front the whole assess¬ 
ment, of any lot, piece or parcel of 
land contained in any assessment; if 
such lot, piece, or parcel has a sep¬ 
arate valuation on the assessment roll, 
in the manner following: In the esti¬ 
mate provided for in the preceding 
section, the Clerk shall estimate the 
amount of taxes due on such lot, piece 
or parcel of land, together with a 
proper proportion of the taxes due on 
personal property under such assess¬ 
ment; and such redemption shall be 
made in the manner provided in the 
preceding section. 

Section 45. 

In case property assessed for taxes 
is purchased by the city, pursuant to 
the provisions of this ordinance, it shall 
be assessed each subsequent year for 
taxes until a deed is made to the city 
therefor in the same manner as if it 
had not been so purchased; and in 
such evdnt, no person shall be per¬ 
mitted to redeem from such sale, ex¬ 
cept upon payment of such subsequent 
assessments, costs, fees, penalties and 
interest. 

Section 411. 

The assessment hook, or delinquent 
list or copv thereof, certified by the 
Tax’ Collector, > or Clerk, showing un¬ 
paid taxes against any person or prop¬ 
erty is prima facie evidence of the as¬ 
sessment, the property assessed, the 
delinquency, the amount of taxes due 
and unpaid, and that all the forms of 
law in relation to the assessment and 
levy of taxes have been complied with. 

Section 47. 

The Board of Trustees may, at any 
time after a delinquent tax list has 
been received by the Tax Collector, di¬ 
rect such Tax Collector not to proceed 
in the sale of any property on said list, 
or the further collection of any speci¬ 
fied taxes. Upon such direction, the 
Tax Collector must make out and de¬ 
liver to the City Attorney a certified 
copy of the entries upon the delinquent 
list relative to such taxes. The City 
Attorney shall thereupon bring suit 
against the delinquent, in the proper 
court, in the name of the City of South 
San Francisco, to enforce such collec¬ 
tion. Said Attorney shall receive for 
eolletcing taxes a percentage of forty 
per cent on the amount collected where 
the amount is not oer twenty dollars, 
and of ten per cent on all amounts col¬ 
lected over twenty dollars, which said 
per cent shall be collected from the 
delinquent taxpapers and charged as 
additional penalties in the judgment 
in such action. In case a suit shall be 
brought in the Superior Court upon a 
tax upon real estate to sell such real 
estate for the purpose of paying such 
tax and costs, he shall be allowed in 
addition to the said per cent, twenty- 
five dollars for each suit brought, to 
be taxed as costs in such suit, and not 
to he paid to said Attorney unless col¬ 
lected of the defendant in such suit. 

Section 4K. 

The Tax Collector must, on or before 
the last day of June of each year, at¬ 
tend at the office of the Clerk with 
the delinquent list, with all items col¬ 
lected marked “paid” thereon, and the 
Clerk must then carefully compare the 
list with the assessment of persons 
and property not marked “paid” on the 
assessment roll, and when taxes have 
been paid, must note the fact in the 
appropriate column in the assessment 
roll. The Clerk must then administer 
to the Tax Collector an oath, to be 
written and subscribed on the delin¬ 
quent list, that every person and all 
property assessed in the delinquent 
list on which taxes have been paid 
has been credited in the list with such 
payment. The Clerk must then foot 
up the amount of taxes unpaid, and 
credit the Tax Collector with the 
amount, and have a final settlement 
with him; and the delinquent list must 
remain on file in the Clerk’s office. 

Section 41). 

On or before the fifth day of June 
of each year, the Tax Collector must 
make an affidavit, indorsed on the de¬ 
linquent tax list, that the taxes not 
marked “paid” have not been paid. It 
shall be the duty of the Tax Collector, 
within thirty days after the sale of 


any land for delinquent taxes, to fur¬ 
nish to the Clerk the complete printed 
list of all such lands so sold, and there¬ 
upon the Clerk shall enter upon the 
assessment bbok of the current year, 
immediately after the description of 
the property, the fact that said prop¬ 
erty has been sold for taxes, and the 
date of such sale. 

Section 50. 

The Assessor shall, between the first 
day of May and the first day of August 
in each year make a list of all male 
persons residing within the limits of 
the City of South San Francisco over 
the age of twenty-one years, and shall 
verify said list by his oath, and shall, 
on or before the first Monday of Aug¬ 
ust in each year, deposit the same 
with the Clerk. 

Section 51. 

Sections three thousand six hundred 
and seven, three thousand six hundred 
and eight, three thousand six hundred 
and nine, three thousand six hundred 
and ten, and three thousand six hun¬ 
dred and seventeen, of the Political 
Code of the State of California, are 
hereby adopted, incorporated in and 
made a part of this Ordinance. 

Section 52. 

Whenever property has been sold for 
tuxes and remains unredeemed, upon 
each subsequent assessment, the As¬ 
sessor shall enter upon the assessment 
book, immediately after the description 
of the property, the fact that said prop¬ 
erty has been sold for taxes, and the 
date of such sale. Upon all bills, or 
statements of or for taxes accruing on 
said property, subsequent to the date 
of said sale and prior to the redemp¬ 
tion of said property, or the execution 
to the city of a deed therefor, shall be 
distinctly and legibly written, printed, 
or stamped, the words, “Sold for 
taxes,” and also the date of such sale. 

Section 53. 

This Ordinance shall be published 
once in “THE ENTERPRISE," a weekly 
newspaper, printed and published in 
the City of South San Francisco, and 
shall take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage. 

Introduced the 12tn day of April, 
1909. 

Passed and adopted as an ordinance 
of the City of South San Francisco, at 
a regular meeting of the Board of 
Trustees of said City held on the 19th 
day of April, 1909, by the following 
vote;

finite a lot of business was disposed 
of by the Board of Supervisors in regu¬ 
lar session at Redwood City last Mon¬ 
day. 

Win. Debenedetti was granted per¬ 
mission to transfer a license from Half 
Moon Bay to Miramar. 

A communication from the State 
Board of Health calling attention to 
recent laws affecting the duties of the 
county health officer was referred to 
Health Officer Beattie. 

In a communication to the Board, 
the J. J. O’Brien Construction Com¬ 
pany complained that it was being 
delayed in its work on the courthouse, 
Mr. Nealon of the company stating 
that the delay was caused by the slow 
work of the stone contractors. 

in reply, Contractor Phillips ex¬ 
plained that the stone company had 
been delayed on account of a misunder¬ 
standing as to what material was to be 
used in building the portico, but their 
stone had commenced to arrive and 
that part of the structure was under 
way. 

The O’Brien Company presented a 
written estimate of the cost of install¬ 
ing a burglar alarm at the courthouse 
at $300. Referred to the courthouse 
committee. 

Architect Allen estimated the cost of 
raising the courthouse dome twenty 
feet at $15,000, and presented specifi¬ 
cations for doing the work. Referred 
to the courthouse committee. 

A statement was made to the Board 
by the assessor and tax collector, show¬ 
ing that lots 25 and 29 in block 128, in 
South San Francisco, had been used 
for religious purposes during the past 
two years. The statement was accept" 
ed and the property in question ordered 
stricken from the assessment roll. 

Health Olficer Plymine, whose term 
of office expired at the last meeting of 
the Board, presented a report showing 
the collection of $138 by him for burial 
permits, which amount had been paid 


to the treasurer. 

A. A. Lo Reaux of San Bruno, 
addressed the Board in reference to a 
petition that had been presented to the 
Board at a former meeting, calling 
attention to the condition of San Bruno 
and San Mateo avenues at that place, 
and recommending that the Spring 
Valley flume at the same place be 
placed underground. The matter was 
referred to Supervisor Casey. 

The Clerk was directed to publish a 
notice calling for bids for the publica¬ 
tion of the delinquent tax list. 

The claim of the Sunset Magazine 
for $80 was laid over, pending the 
the delivery of the booklets containing 
a writeup of the county. 

J. C. Nealon of the O’Brien Con¬ 
struction Company, askou that some 
disposition be made of the bill of his 
company for $650 for extra brickwork 
on the courthouse in connection with 
the extra course of stone that had been ■ 
omitted from the specifications. No 
action was taken. 

The following scale of prices for 
teams working on the county roads, 
introduced by Supervisor Coleman, 
was adopted — Two-horse team and 
man, $5 per day ; four-horse team, $7 ; 
six-horse team, $9. 

The claim of Victor Michell for $245 i 
far supplying the clamps and anchors I 
for the stone work on the courthouse 
was taken up and created a considerable 
discussion as to whether the J. J. 
O’Brien Construction Company or the 
Rainey-Phillips Company, stone con¬ 
tractors, were responsible for its pay-! 
ment. 

Both J. J. O’Brien and J. C. Nealon 
of the construction company disclaim¬ 
ed responsibility for the payment of 
any anchors that belonged to the stone 
work. They had furnished all the 
anchors that went with the brick work, 
and thought that was all that was 
required of their company under the 
contract. 

Mr. Phillips, of the Rainey-Phillips 
Company, endeavored to show that his 
company was not responsible. 

Architect Allen, who is authorized' 
to interpret the specifications, stated 
that when he wrote them in reference 
to the stone work facing he intended 
that the iron work should be supplied 
by the stone contractors and installed 


by the brick contractors. 

Upon request of Chairman McEvoy, 
Architect Allen will give his decision 
as to who is responsible for the pay¬ 
ment of the anchors in writing at the 
next meeting of the Board. 

Several disputed road claims of the 
first district were laid over until next 
meeting. 

L. P. Behrens, cashier of the National 
Bank of Redwood City, appeared be¬ 
fore the Board and asked why the 
John Nealis claim for $3987.75 for 
building a bridge on the Mission road, 
near Tanforan park, had not been 
allowed. He said that claims filed 
subsequent to that one had been 
allowed, and he thought it unfair to 
do business that way. His bank had 
cashed the claim in good faith, and it 
should have the money. 

Chairman McEvoy, in reply, stated 
that the claim could not be taken up 
until next month for the reason that 
the limit of the claims for this month 
had been allowed, and also for the 
reason that the E. B. and A. L. Stone 
Co. had a claim against Nealis for 
material furnished when the bridge 
was constructed. 

H. B. Knox, a representative of that 
company, appeared before the Board 
and asked that the allowing of the 
claim go over another month, so as to 
give his company an opportunity to 
prepare certain papers in order to pro¬ 
tect its interests. 

The matter was laid over until the 
mid-monthly meeting in May. 

Mr. Behrens then announced that if 
that was the way the board was going 
to act, his bank would refuse to cash 
advance claims in future. 

The board then adjourned to this 
morning at 10 o’clock.

MASS MEETING 


A mass meeting of the citizens and 
taxpayers of South San Francisco will 
be held at Metropolitan Hall next 
Monday evening. 

The meeting will be held under the 
auspices of the Board yf City Trustees, 
who at its last meeting decided to give 
a series of mass meetings at which the 
taxpayers of this city can fully discuss 
the advisability of bonding the city to 
raise funds for the purpose of con¬ 
structing a modern main sewer system. 
When it is found that the citizens 
favor such a scheme the Board will 
make arrangements to employ an en¬ 
gineer to estimate the cost of same and 
then submit the bond proposition to 
the people to be voted upon at a special 
election. 

It is of the utmost importance that 
every taxpayer who has the future 
welfare of this city at heart should at¬ 
tend this meeting and give his views. 

If the plan is satisfactory to the 
citizens the idea is to vote bonds to 
extend over a period of forty years or 
more, so that the payment of interest 
and principal each year will require a 
small rate of taxation. 

The meeting will be called to order 
immediately after a short session of 
the Board of City Trustees by Presi¬ 
dent A. Hynding. 

Make this a rousing meeting and 
show to the world that South San 
Francisco believes in keeping in the 
procession of progressive cities.
